WASTE IN FEEOINQ. 

Facta Which FWaiara la Uw older aialaB 
Should CoasMar ThaachMaUj- - 

It seems OS thouf^ "wait*" was the 
motto ol many faroMn. HiO Uterallj 
throw away their oapiul. Foddor is 
capital, and it ii flung about the bam- 
jani as if it was a Irortbless com- 
modity; and it is trodden under foot, 
scattered around and wasttJ on every 
side. Hiis is not the way other busi- 
ness men handle their assets; they snTC 
thorn, and try to turn theiu Into the 
most luoney. 

It BBoms to be the nil.- to fee.i aniinals 
at a lo#s. Nothing slioiild ever bo feii 
in a bitriiyanl. The stable ii the place. 
andina tia;ht iii.^nger, wliere nothing 
cau be wasted. Too mnoh fodder 1b 
piled lip in front. Of animalB for then 
to breathe upon. When this is the 
rase, they will not eat it until they arc 
very hunjcr;-. They should hare just 
what they tiviU aat up olaan. U given 
more than this, they will piok il over 
sud eat tho best parts, and the rest will 
go to waste. We ware feeding some 
bright clover and timothy hay to a loi 
of calves and yearliugs, and when given 
a manger full more than halt was left In 
the manger and went to waste; when 
given half as much, tliey nto it nil. 
Tl»e stems wore co.irse Init rimmI, ami 
too vnltwblo to go iliieotly to the 
iiiantire pile. 

Ou some fsniifi enough straw is 
wanted lo make a luunlsomo incA>me. 
All straw is p.Mir Jooil, as It lacks in 
both the elemeiils of growth and fat 
Tho proportioin arc so small that 
animals can tint cat enough to make 
much gain. They will live on it, hot 
the (m iner wants mure. By the addi- 
tion uf a little meal, tho straw can be 
sold in a good market on the farm, and 
be bad fur manure at the same Uma. 
This Is just tghat the farmer want>. to 
ronrort into a fortilisor all the fodder 
and grain he can which has paid a good 
protll upon itself in other ways, as meat, 
butter or cheese. When this is done, 
the farm will always be profltnblo. 

I b.-tve often said I would be willing 
U> buy tuns of food for animals if it 
[mill for itself in the nicnt it would 
luako. and leave uio tho ninaiire clear 
for the lalxir. I have paid out tlioti- 
saiuls uf dollars on this basis, it works 
well when meats .ire iw liitjii coiiijiarH- 
l.vely as pruin. but ilod not leave 
mncli margin. Unless uiiiler very favor- 
able circumstances the nilr is the other 
w.ny. The frc.Hh meat shipmcnti have 
up^ct the proliU of such a jystcm at 
present in Iho East Willi ox beef 
worth no more than four ami a liaK 
cents a pound live weight, one can not 
now buy ftnl uud nialce beef and keep 
even. Tlio farmer who has the fodder 
can winter cattle and feed thorn on 
^rass .inU make a gain. 

AQcthor common mistake with many 
U to try to winter too many animals on 
the ninouiit of fodder in store. The re- 
sult is, they nil come out poor, and it 
takes half of the summer's feed to get 
them bock to the condition they were in 
tvhon the winter began. Hcr9 is a loss 
of the winter's keep and half of the 
summer's, and the only profit there !•< 
(luring the year is that had I'ui inx the 
List part of the grass feeding. I insist 
that ;f my animaU, except tlie old ones 
do not grow all winter, I am losiii); 
money. ' What am I feeding for if tliev 
i!o not gain in siae and weight? Older 
cattle should not lose in condition, and 
if thoy chance to be cows, they should 
return milk for their food during the 
greater part of the fuil.Ieriiig season. 
This is not tho case with tlie majority 
o( native cow.^. nml riijlil here is one of | 
the priiiri|)al li-iieliis of t borongiibrcd 
cows, nii'l most (leeiiletlly ot Jerseys, 
that they will grive milk nearly tho 
year round, nnd this big lack of income 
for four or live months does not occur. 
A cow well fed does not need to go 
dry more than a month and ahaU ortwo 
months. A starved cow should go dry 
nil of the time. The thno was when 
the Enstorn farmer could feed cattle in 
the winter with a rising market, and 
there was a dooblo margin— a gain in 
weight and a gain in price. This is 
not so now, and I wonld not advise an 
alteiiipt lit fattptiiug beevci in winter, 
liiit a thrifty wiiilcriii;; for .i summer toil- 
ing otr. Beef can bo made on grass for 
two or three cents a pound, but not Icsi 
than for live or six cenls, live weif^ht, 
in winter, on tlie markei value of hay 
anil gniin. Such i.* tny cxpeiicncc. I
